CHINESE SLOW ON REFORMS. 


Little Stock Taken iIn Talk 
Constitation, 


London, September 4.—Sir Robert 
Hart. director general of Chinese cus- 
toms, who is here on a year’s leave 
of absence from his post, in an inter- 
view concerning the granting of a 
constitution to the Chinese people, did 
not appear sanguine of any immediate 
reform in the direction of Chinese gov- 
ernment. 

Hie said that edicts similar to the 
one recently issued at Pekin promis- 
ing a constitution within a stated pe- 
riod had been issued before. It is im- 
possible to say, he added, when a par- 
liament will be summoned.

™ AS a result of council's failure to provide funds sufficient to enable the 
health department to keep the city’s back yards clean, a tax of $2 on each 
horse or cow owned and kept within the city limits was proposed, to pay 
Declared unconstitutional by the city attorney, it 


was abandoned. 


Now it is simply sought to require each property owner to keep his 


own back yard clean, or, if he prefers it, to pay $2 annually upon each 
animal owned, and the city will make proper disposition of the refuse. 


In addition to this the ordinance requires such construction of outhouses 
as will make them as nearly sanitary as possible—a requirement involving 


but small expense, and one which ought not to be necessary in the case of 


fany reasonable landlord or decent tenant. 


Under this ordinance, if the property owner wishes to do his own back- 
yard cleaning, he is at liberty to do so, BUT THE PREMISES MUST BE 
KEPT CLEAN. The city agrees to undertake the work at a price far less 


than it would cost each property owner should he attempt it individually. 


it is shame enough that Atlanta has gone into the fall season without 
having taken steps even to mitigate this serious menace to the public health. 

Repeated warning was given by The Constitution and by well-known 
physicians when the winter had scarce departed, and yet the fiercest of the 
summer heat was allowed to come and contribute to the germ-breeding in- 
fluences which flourished and grew fat upon it. 

But relief is at last in sight in the ordinance which council must pass 
on Monday or confess a dereliction for which there can be no excuse.

The legisiature has, in effect, determined to end the lease system when 
these contracts expire, March 31, 1909. 

‘Fulfillment of its duty requires that it shal] follow this with the most 
liberal provisions possible looking to placing, not a part, but ALL of the 
convicts at work on Georgia’s roads. 

This is now the most important question confronting the conference com- 

mittee between house and senate, and in straightening out the detailed dif- 
ferences between the two bodies, the committee will fall into grave error 
should it lose sight of the road improvement proposition. 
Not only should the conference committee keep it wholly in view, but 
it should examine carefully to see that no essential detail looking to the full- 
est and freest employment of the convicts for this important purpose is 
omitted. # 

In it is involved Georgia's agricultural and industrial future: extension 
and maintenance of rural free delivery of mails is at stake; the farmer's 
hope of progress and development is wrapped up in it; every interest, from 
one end of the state to the other, cries aloud for ‘“‘Roads! Better Roads!”

Son of General Lee Gives 85.000 fer 
the Shaft. 


Ala., September 4—~ 
‘riends of the late Genera] 
D. Lee, commMmander-in-chief of 
the United Confederate Veterans, aft- 
er the death of Gordon. are getting 
up in a quiet way a fund to erect a 
monument to his memory tn the na- 
tional park at Vicksburg. General 
Lee was one of the park commission- 
ers when died, and fought his 
brigade in the very grounds where the 
monument is to.be erected. The total 
cost is to be about $10,000. one-half 
of which will be given by a son of the 
dead man, Blewett Lee, of Chicago. 

It is proposed that the monument 
Shall be of bronze, a Standing figure, 
on Confederate avenue. near where his 
brigade was during the siege. Al 
Classes of citizens have béen given 
opportunity to contribute. In a lett®r 
to Dr. Thomas M_ Owen, of this city, 
the chairman of the committee writes 
that $50 has come from a ‘union vert- 
eran. The maiter will be submitted 
to the local camps of Montgomery and 
Alabama, as well as the daughters and 
the sons and later to the Alabama di- 
vision of both the veterans and the 
sons at the Mobile reunton tn Novem- 
ber. General Lee was in Montgomery 
shortly before his death, which took 
place @arly in June last.

This is the landing of the fruit 
in the markets in prime condition. <A large 
portion of the stock received here during the 
past s@ason was so soft that it could not 
have been shipped further. had there been a 
call for it from nearby cities, and there was 
also a good portion of it that should not 
have been shipped this far. It would have 
been far better for the shippers in a great 
many instances to have sold their fruit at 
any price to canners than to have shipped 
to markets that it would not reach in gv0d 
marketable shape. 

The markets of the country 
overstocked with fancy fruit 
and when the right quality 
usually commands a price that brings the 
grower a profit. The Journal wishes the 
Georgia growers every success in their efforts 
to effect ‘an improvement in their marketing 
arrangements, but at the same time. we know 
of growers who have always given their prime 
attention to producing the best fruit possible, 
packing it in, the most careful manner and 
sending the best that can be produced to mar- 
ket, especially when the season is one of 
plentiful production, and these men _ usually 
come out of the season with a profit.
